AN OTHER TALK WITH MOULTON. 
Special Correspondence of the Chicago Tribune. 
New Yorks, Aug. 22.—When Frank Moulton 


| szeturned to Brooklyn, I called at hig house and 


breakfasted there, Mr. Tilton being present. 
His conversation with me occupied two hours. 
While there, Mr. Goodsell, of the Graphic, 
brought in the proofs of his statement. He and 
Goodsell took them apart, and directly they 
both refurned to me and said, ‘‘To-morrow af- 
ternoon they go to press. It is. understood that 
you can have them early that morning fof Tuz 
CuicaGo Trrsune. No other paper out of New 
York will get them until the afternoon.” 

Saidl; ‘* Who advised that paper as the ve- 
hicle of their first production?” ** Myself,’ 
said Moulton, “ and wholly upon this idea: that, 
by the Graphic process of photo-lithography, I 
could show the reading public the letters as we 
see them now,— 

: PERFECT TRANSCRIPTS, 

with all their erasures and imperfections. If I 
could get tne people to see the facts over the 
heads of the distorted mediums of the editoriais 
printed here, I believed that a public’ opinion 
would arise which not even the Plymouth parson 
could shake ; for it has seemed of late that only 
one man can be permitted to hve in Brooklyn. 
Therefore I have these letters produced to the 
eve as wellas the mind, by photo-lithography ; 
and nowl must go to proof-reading. If you 
will come here to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock, 
I will taik to you only, without reservation, all 
day.” ) 
The next day (Friday), I was at Mr. Moulton’s 
door by 10 o’clocka.m. He took me to his li- 
brary, at the top of the house, and there I spent 
all the day, nobody being present except when 
the Graphic came at 12 o'clock, and Mr. Eddy, 
Mr. Moulton’s confidential friend, came later in 
the afte: noon. 

‘‘ Mr. Moulton,” I said, .“‘as your reputation 
is being mercilessly assailed, tell me how you 
got into 

A LARGE BUSINESS-PARTNERSHIP 
in New York.” 

Said Moulton: ‘“* When I was a boy 18 years 
old, just after I left school with Tilton, I saw an 
advertisement of the house of Woodruff & Lob- 
inson, wanting a boy. 1 answered it, There I 


worked as a clerk for seven years, and was then | 


admitted to the firm.” 

“How mauy people are in the firm? What 
do they deal in?” “Salt, salt fieh, and the 
warehousing business. It is the largest firm of 
ite kind in the United States.” 

‘* What has been your task there?” ‘“ Every- 
thing, I never bad a desk in the office, but had 
to keep all parts of the business in my mind. 
For years I was the out-of-door man, to go 
among the shipping-stores on the wharves, and 
sell salt and salt fish. I have never borrowed any 
money in my life, and have not been in want of it. 
Until I stepped in between a classmate and a 
libertine preacher, I never heard the epithet of 
blackmail apphed to anybody of my acquaint- 
ance.” 

‘* Why were you selected in this transaction as 

THE CUSTODIAN AND DIPLOMATIST ?” 

‘Because it is a partof my business to con- 
duct negotiations of a cool sort, such as once 
came up between our house and the Produce Ex- 
change, where, with everybody, and the Presi- 
dent too, on the other side, I won the case, and 
took away $7,000 by a plain statement. Tilton 
had been wearing a kind of woful, wretched face 
for some time. The night I drew Beecher to see 
him was the night he told me his trouble. My 
heart at once jumped to those poor children, my- 
self being deprived of as much family as I have 
desired, and I struck right out ona line of poli- 
cy, natural as it seemed to me to be: to rebuild 
and compel harmony. I had no need of either of 
those men,—no time for years of arbitration, — 
no curiosity as to their secrets. The reason [ 
cannot make the evidence exonerate Beecher is,

He was, before, a libertine anda minister. He 
is nowsa liarand a sneak. No word can be 
coined, until the day of Eternity, to describe the 
man’s perfidy to me. By the advice of attor- 
nevs, he has brutalized this issue to the last 
degree, and made the only noble deed of years a 
subject of aceusation of blackmail against a 
man whom but aweek before he clasped in his 
arms and calied the noblest frend God ever 
made for him.” 

“Do you mean that, in assisting Mr. Tilton’s 
paper surreptitiously through you, he was serv- 
ing justice @” 

“Yes; ILeay that, having crushed that man 
like a coward,—firet abusing bis hospitality and 
his housebold, and then meanly haviog bim dis- 
charged by Bowen, to keep him poor and unip- 
fluential,—Mr. Beecher could do no less in his 
contrite moments than to help Tilton’s paper on 
ite feet. “He has now sworn sway that solitary

** Merely this: To preserve intact our large 
warehousing business, we paid $50,000 for a 
violation of the warehouse system without our 
knowledge,—delivering goods without permit. 
It was thought by our counsel that, to maintain 
our friendly relations with the Government, we 
had better pay it, as the offense was no doubt 
committed, and the Government could not 
sacrifice its system of fines and forfeitures for 
any house. That case has no more to do with 
Beecher than he has to do with s godly life, 
Yet avy imputation will do in the present state 
of the case, to obscure the issue. There is a 
journal in New York which, for a long while, 
ran on the theme of blackmailing merchants by 
Government. Now I am a victim ef Govern- 
ment punishment; but, to suit the Beecher 
issue, that paper wheels on ite position, end 
hints that, in my case, the fines and seisutes 
were all right.

yet they link me, who went there for another 
purpose, with the Woodhulls.

his bed. He seemed to think that Tilton ea 
had any origina! rights in the matter of his Wife, 
who had made a micalliance with a nature not 
spiritual enough for her.”

I also got in that pe,— 
wishing, as I said, to speak to Moulton, fat good 
nature’s sake, in the midst of his publicityy I had 
with me Mrs. Tilton’s letters and his, of better 
days, in MS., which I expected to read ovefin the 
parlor while the rest were engaged. Mr. Moulton 
then came down stairs, dressing, and askei me to 
breakfast; and, while at breaktast, ee 
him the newly-found Beecher letters. oulton 
burst ont, saying Air. Beecher had now 
PLAYED FALSE WITH HIM, 
by renewing a correspondeuce with Gilton’s 
wife. Mouiton handed the letters over to me, 
as in a gesture, impetuously. 1 read them, with- 
out knowing what part of this drama tlfey be- 
longed to, aud telegraphed them to Chicago. No 
wonder Beecher’s lawyers are looking aixiously 
for those letters; and I presume that, at this 
stage of the game, Tilton’s counsel ha them. 
The Beecher letters are written in thatein of 
untarthly sentiment which permits the good 
man’s idolators to say, “Ah, notbingin this! 
Quite pastoral and seraphic.” But they are un- 
signed, if not undated, and bear the stamp of a 
secret and the suggestion of a passion tolerable 
only in a loose celestial existence. 
BEECHER AND WOODHULL. 

“Yon are criticised, Mr. Monlton, for 
bringing Mr. Beecher and Mrs. Woodhull invo 
your family,”

wife is a broad-minded, self-preserving woman, 
able to take care of herseif. We accept life on 
the theory of buman imperfection. I was 
struck with the unexpected modesty of Mra.

‘The want and persecution she had suffered— 
driven out of hotels and boarding-houses, 
and besides there was at her elbow old 
Stephen Pearl Andrews, pushing her on 
to prove society falsely-constructed. Two 
ladies of the Beecherf family, Mrs. 
Stowe one of them, in the Christian 
Union grossly abused Mrs. Woodhull. I never 
beard her utter an immodest word, andif I could 
tolerate Mr. Beecher in my familv after what I 
knew of him, why not Mrs. Woodhull? The 
Woodhull experience was a mere episode to us. 
Mrs. Woodhull admired Theodore, who did not 
reciprocate, and Beecher admired Mra. Wood- 
hull. ‘The public have always had the wrong 
endof this scandal. 

BEECHER’S LIFE WAS WOODHULL'S FAITH. 
She hoped, from hearing hira talk iv bis lofty 
way of being already twenty-five years in ad- 
vance of bis church, that she imgbt wheedle or 
compel him to come forward to make her theory 
of the reconstruction of society respectable.

The de- 
tectives who made the arrest—Tom Simmons, 
Fiynn, Fianagan, and Chapin—corroborate Capt.

JUSTICE SCULLY. 

The following card from Justice Scully, who 
bad been attacked in reference to this case, ap- 
peared in the Post and Afail of yesterday even- 
Ibe: 

To the Editor of the Post ond Mail: 

Sire: An article appeared in last night's Post and 
Maii reflecting upon the conduct of police officials, 
and myself in particular, in regard to the discharge of 
a prisoner who was re@ently arraigned before me on a 
charge of larceny of property belonging to a Mr; Hen- 
ry Leib. Why dul Justice Scully discharge that prison- 
er’ is the pertinent inquiry of the Post and Mail, 
For the reason that I believed him innocent and none 
other. I knew nothing whatever about the case until 
the prisoner was brought before me, when 
i Ellis: and Deputy-Superintendent Hickey 
informed me upon investigation they 

satisfied that he was innocent of ‘the 
clmrge. Puvlice-Oficer Fiynn, who, I understand, 
* worked ” up the case, assured me that the prisoner 
was not the guilty party, but that the police officers 
knew who the thief was, and were then on bis “ track,” 
and expected to arrest him soon, when the prisoner 
at the bar would be forthcoming as the material 
witness in the case, whereupon I-.discharged the 
prisoner, no evidence being forthcoming, having im- 
plicit confidence in the statements made in open court 
and in presence of newspaper reporters. I placed the 
fullest reliance in the statement made to me by the 
offiers above named, whom I have always regarded as 
good officers and faithful public servants, 
These are the facts in the case, as the officers named 
can verify, So far as I am concerped in the matter, I 
was actuated by no other motive than that of doing 
justice to a man who I never saw until that morning, 
and was led to believe was innocent. and I sincereiy 
deplore the necessity of appearing iu print for the 
first time, to vindicate myself from charges of official 
misconduct of such a damaging character as a miscon- 
struction of the facte would lead to, 
As to the gmit or innocence of the young man re 
ferred to, I hope the matier will be thoroughly sifted, 
I am prepared for and court a thorough investication, 
I cannoi believe that any fraud wae practiced.in this 
matter; if there was, let the guilty be punished with 
unsparing hand.

THE ATLANTIC & PACIFIC INSUR.- 

ANCE COMPANY. 

* About three weeks ago a suit was commenced 
in the Superior Court to wind up the affairs of 
the Atlantic & Pacitic Insurance Company, and 
have a Receiver appointed. An argument was 
had on the question of the Receivership, but ad- 
journed for atime to enable the Company to 
make up the deficit which was alleged to exist 
in the capital. Yesterday the attorneys met 
again to conclude the argument, but, owing to 
the absence of Judge Moore, the matter was ad- 
journed until Monday at 2p. m., when it will be 
heard, if poesibie, before Judge Gary, if Judge 
Moore is not present. 
It is about certain that a Receiver will be ap- 
pointed: by mutual consent. Owing to trouble 
among the stockholders, and the separation of 
the various interested parties into several cliques, 
no agreement can be made by which the 
deficit will be made up. The _ stock 
was paid up, and issuing new stock to the 
amount of the deficit would depreciate the old 
stock in the same degree, and of course dimin- 
ish the per cent of dividends. It is said that a 
number of the stockholders, who are largeiy in 
debt to the Company. are trying to get control 
of the Compaoy’s aiffairs, and then manage the 
assets for their own individuai profiis. There 
seems to be a variety of interests, andeach party 
desires a diferent man for Receiver if one be ap- 
pointed. Among tho names suggested are Fred 
Ingalls, Comptrolier Burley, Col. Williams, and 
D. L. Hough. As oneof the causes why it is 


said, and with much truth, that the mere fact of 
a suit being brought against the Company would 
injure it, and has already done so, so that busi- 
ness men will be reluctant to insure in 
it.. It may be stated, however, 
for the beneiit of the policy holders who have 
sustained losses, that the assets are ample to 
pay all losses in full, and still leave a surplus 
for the stockholders of 30 to 50 per cent de- 
pending upon the securities, and the manner ino 
Wiuch they ase sold.

PREVENTION OF FIRE. 
A very satisfactory trial of a stationary steam 
fire-engive pump was made in the presence of a 
large number of gentlemen, yesterday after- 
noon, at the extensive works of the Crane 
Bros. Manufacturing Company, on Jefferson 
and Desplaines streets, just north of Randolph. 
Among those who gave particular attention to 
the test were Fire-Marsbals Sweenie, Petrie, 
Musham, and Kinney, a number of engineers, 
and others skilled in machinery of the descrip- 
tion tested. 
The pum p tested is what is called a ‘‘ Balance- 
Wheel Duplex.” Itis claimed that it is con- 
structed in such proportions, workmanship and 
material, as to make i: the best pump in the 
market, its advantages being that it is entirely 
reliable in starting, and working steam economi- 
cally, and at the same time having every merit 
contained in any other pump. The Company 
bave been building these pumps for a pumber of 
¢years past. One of tuem was in Field, Leiter 


saved the building up to the time the water-sup- 
ly gave out. The same firm now have this 
pump for protection, and they are aiso used in 


the Palmer House, Pacific Hotel, and 
the American Express Company's Build- 
ing. @ The Company have organized 


among their own employes, living near their 
works, a regular fire department, composed of 
three times the number of men required to man 
the apparatus. and with this arrangement they 
think they have no cayse to allow their rest to be 
disturbed.

JOHN CHINAMAN ON THE WAR- 
PATH. 

This time Ah Bo was the principal actor in an 


trickiness which Bret Harte has credited his fel- 
low-countryman with in his rythmic fiction. The 
150 heathen Chinese of Chicago are usually very 
quiet, fortune-seeking people, and it is seldom 


at the point of a dirk-knife. Ah Bo did it 
yesterday, aud so savagely that it was feared 
death would set in immediately afterward, and 
the Joss sticks be called into requisition for the 
secoud ume in Chicago. Bo was very drank, 
and vented bimself in broken English and Chi- 
nese, which defied interpreters who are adepts 
in the translation of the Celestial gibberish. 
After an hour's patient search, pursued with all 
the mildness and forbearavce of which a Chris- 
tian pature is capable, a TRipune reporter suc- 
ceeded in obtaining what he thinks was the 
probable cause of the row. 

Ab Bo is a laundry-man, like all the rest of 
the heathen Chivese in Chicago, and having 
freed himself of from the cares of the tub and 
washboard, drank copiously of whisky until he 
became gloriously drunk, if there is any giory ip 
beastiliness. Dresséd in white vest, checkered 
fants, and cieau linen, and armed with whisky 
courage, he zigzaged over to Ah Sin’s laundry, 
in the basement of No. 37 West Madison street, 
umiler the Gault House, twisting aud biting an 
extremely long ne as he proceeded, and ut- 
tering loud ejaculations in his native tongue. 
He was met cordially enough by Ab Sin as he en- 
tered the door, and after —s about making 
‘“muchee monee in dam elikan oountry” 
came to the point. He wanted employment, at 
least that is what Ah Sin says, but was told tha: 
he could pot have it until he paid back $00 
which he had coilected when formeily io Bin's 
employ, aud which he had appropriated to his 
own use, without so much as saying By your 
leave. Bo says Sin owed him for four months’ 
labor, and when be told him he owed him $60 
he was “mucbee dam mad.” One of Bin's 
fnends, Lu Gum, says Bo was ordered out, but 
go, and challenged Sin to 
mitempt to bounce bim; he knew Bin’ was 
bigger than himeelf, but if he couldn't “ lickee 
him,” he could **kilee bim.” Suiting the actiou 
to the language, he drew a new and gleaming 
knife, with a biade 5 or 6 inches in length, aud, 
brandishing it over his head, bounded upon sin 
and began to carve him up in @ promiscuvcus 
mavner. The first stab was inflicted on the 
left cheek, the blade passing into the mouth,— 
an ugly cut. The second was over the left eye, 
but did not penetrate the bone; it was a gash 
about an inch long. The left shoulder-blade 
was the next objective point, a bad wound aLout 
3 inches deep being inflicted. 

With flat-iron in hand Lu Gum went for bis 
vicious countryman, but dropped the weapon and 
grasped Bo'’s arm. A struggle ensued for the 
genre of the knife, and during its progress 

raised the weapon over hia head with the evi- 
dent intention of butchering Gum, and im so do- 


which the blood flowed freely and scared Mr. Bo. 
In wrenching the knife from him Gum cut him 
between the fingers,and then Bo ran up the 
steps and down Madison street to Canal, Gum 
following with the bioody biade in his hand. 
The fugitive was caught at the tunnel: by Capt. 
Hamblen, of the Merchants’ Police, and Seryt. 
Kelly, of the same force, stdpped Mr. Guam. 
Patrolman Scott was also on the ground, and 
took charge of the prisoners and attended to tre 
wounded man. A large concourse of people 
assembied during the chase, and great excite- 
meat ensued for some time. Many supposed 
that Gum was the aseaulting party, from the 
fact that he chased Bo, aud none were able to 
learn the cause of the stabving and the perpe- 
trator. 

Dr. Philips was called in the miserable over- 
heated place where the injured man was lying, 
aud dreased his wounds. He was afterward re- 
moved to the Madison Street Biatioa for better 
airand care. Sin was very weak from loss of 
blood, and appeared much depressed and dis- 
tressed last night. His w are not, how- 
ever, considered dangerous. 

Now Mr. Ab Bo gives his side of the story to 
the effect that he went to Sin to demand his 
money for four months’ labor performed some 
time ago. After some loud talk aod abuse had 
been indulged in by both parties, Sin attempte i to 
throw Bo out of doors, assisted by Lu Gum. 
To defend himself, he drew the knife and cut 
Sin, as stated, but Gum got the knife away from 
him, and cut bim in the bead and hand, when he 
ran off to escape death. He denies having col- 


When taken to the sation bis 
face. and hands were covered with blood, and 
when told to wash them, he declined, saying— 
“ Me uo washee, wasbee ; makee sick.” 
Three or four Chinese interpreters were 
brought into requisition by the police, 
and after pumping the prisoners for a 
couple of hours the officers gave up 
the job, and will probably farnish no report, or 
rely on the papers for one. An amusing case is 
promised Justice Scully to-morrow morning, and 
it is suggested that all the other cases be con- 
tinned in order that the day may be spent on the 
case of Ab Sin vse. Ah Bo.

HOW TO MAKE CHICAGO SAFE. 

7's the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Sin: There have been so many plans, practica- 

ble and otherwise, suggested for rendering our 

city more secure from fires, that a further pur- 

suit of the subject seems a special tax upon 

your courtesy. The theme is, however, one of 

eminent importance, for the future of Chicago 

turns largely on the security it may offer to 

capital. 

It is well known in insurance circles that the 


the foreign, and nearly all the considerable 
American companies, is considering seriously the 
subject of retiring from business in this city. 
Leaving out of view the great fire of 1871, Chi- 
cago has always been, as an insurance field, 
heavily unprofitable. Previous to that event, s 
number of companies had withdrawn, and 
smarting under severe losses mauy others were 
preparing to follow. In 1872 and 1878. the 
business here was fairly productive, but the 
slight vantage gained in those years has 
been swept away oy the disastrous and frequent- 

fires of 1874, Ineurance compan-

themselves. The business interests of Chicago 

rest upon the basis of insurance, and hence the 
perpecuity of the city's prosperity would seem to 
be measurably invulved in the coutinuance here 
of sound underwriting capital. If imsurance 
were withdrawn, merchants could not buy goods 
on credit, m es on houses and lands would 
be a ‘‘ drug on the market,” fire aud backruptcy 
would go in hand, and the empire of trade 
would pass to other cities. Whatever may 
be the views of those who ignore this 
iseue, and acquire a picayune stock in trade 
by the abuse of insurance companies, every 
thoughtful citizen knows the foregoing state- 
meat to be true, and realizes that companies 
can hardly be expected to contiaue in # city that 
has redueed misfortune to a daily * walk aod 
conversation. In Ciucionati, 8t. Louis, and, for 
the most part, Milwaukee, we find solid and sub- 

stantial brick cities. St. Louis has not in it a 

single mercantile frame range, but in Chicago 
the situation is anamolous. Milwaukee and 

Blue Island avenues, West Madison, West Kan- 
dolph, and West Lake streets, are largely made up 
of perilous frame raoges standing like 80 many 
files of soldiets. When the order comes they 
will march down upon us “ more terrible 
an army with banners.” The great lumber re- 
gions of the southwest interspersed with box 
factories, planiug mills, and shanties are simply 

“ biding their time,” and'we ali knowit. Beside 
the hazard from the houses on the street lise of 
the dangerous regious the alieys are in a fearful 
condition of litter, and will abuudantly spread 
any fire which may arise. In many of these local- 
ities the size of the service pipes is too small, 
and io event of a considerable supply of water 
being veeded would hardly be more effective than 
the appliance ueed by Gulliver in behalf of whe 
Liliputian palace. 

We are then menaced by a great danger, and 
it is very desirable something should be done 
and at once, For having made tbe fire limits co- 
extensive with the city limits the Council are to 
be commended, Now, having discharged their 
duty to posterity, cannot something be done for 
us. It would seem so. A series of brick walls— 
say three or four in a block, 25 or 30 feet high— 
12 inches thick, avd long enough to proteot front 
and rear of buildings, aud placed in the spaces 
between buildings “in long frame ranges, 
would add very greatly to the safety 
of the city, and if the system were 
thoroughly carried out, and dangerous rear 
buildings condemned and removed, Chicago 
would be as safe to live in, meurein, and do 
business in as any city on the Continent. Tbrve 
million dollars would place in the frame regions 
probably 7,000 such walis. Our last fire cost us 
that, and our next, in our present condition, 
may cost us ten times that sum. Such walls, if 
built, would bold fires in check until the Fire 
Department could be brought to bear success- 
fully. The writer has just had an ilustration 
of their value in his own ex 
arose ina frame rauge in an Uhio village, at 
midnight. ihe range was divided by «sa 
12-inch fire-wall. This wall held the fire in 
check until the occupant of a store protected by 
it had removed €15,000 worth of groceries. The 
building itself could have been easily saved but 
for the ehtire absence of both engines and water. 
la was an imperfect one, and cost perhaps 

300. If this city were protected by a well- 

digested system of fire-wallsit would at once 
restore the confidence of the East; would re- 
duce the cost of insurance over the entire city ; 
would immenaely reduce the percentage of fire 
loss; would enable property-owners in frame 
regions to insure with the better class of 
companies; would reduce the wear and tear of 
engines and hose; would serve as psrty-walis in 
future buildings; would afford employment at 
onee to many workingmen: and, finaily, would 
give to the citizens of Chicago a feeling of secu- 
rity they are now very far from enjoyiug. Mean- 
wiule, small service-pipes should be replaced by 
pipes of adequate size, and fire-pluge connected 
with the mains themselves as speedily as pos- 
sibie. ‘ 
Chicago is magnificent in everything but safe- 
tv, and her present exposure and danoger of de- 
struction are unworthy a city that has been 
taught the evils of fire in lessons so frequent, 
perspicuous, and bitter. . B. O.

Sis: While there is a seeming quiet in the 
insurance pews, and while everything appears 
lovely, and in the minds of some an ides the 
late excitement is dying out and the insurance 
companies will very soon be writing again as of 
old, and everything will shde along smooth, I 
beg to inform you it is only a calm beforesa 
storm of much greater maguitude. 

The Eastern insurance companies are, if pos- 
sible, becoming more nervous, and daily grow- 
ing more firm in the belief there is no money to 
be made in Chicago, and, while a few of the 
companies with limited experience and little 
knowledge other than that picked up from books 
and papers, are doing what they think a splendid 
business in our city, the “old reliables,” who 
have been in the barness many years, 


who have purchased their knowledge 
of the business in paying losses, and 
have laid down thousands of dollars 


to receiving one dollar fromthe city and that 
aside from the fires of 1871 and 1874—realize the 
justice of tueir demands made, that our Fire 

epartment sioald be reorganized; that water- 
pipes in greater number and larger size should 
be laid; that fire-pings are needed; that many 
of our business buildings are built in a very un- 
safe maoner 4s any protection against sweeping 
fires; that there is a sad neglect on the pari of 
our city authurities, by reason of which ‘buiid- 
ings in the very beart of our city can be almost 
beyond control of firemen before ibe fire is dis- 
covered, and, in short, the total indifference 
shown by our citizens and authorities to the 
prospect of another Oct. 9, "71,—that they are 
virtually closing their business in this city. 
Agents say our companies have not wichdrawn, 
but are doing busivess ag usual. That is true to 
but a very small extent, and is only among the 
smaller ageucies and smaller class of companies 
who go it on the luck principle, and who, when 
fires of any great magoitude occur, create places 
for receivers and assignees to close up the busi- 
ness, dividing the assets between courts, them- 
selves, aud policy-hoiders. The companies that 
stood up so nobly in 1871 and paid dollar for 
dollar, are the ones who pow feel they are justi- 
fied in the course taken, because at that time 
they made euggestions of improvements that 
could be made, as the city was rebuilt, and but 
few, if any, of them were heeded. 
The result of ali this will be, that inside of 
sixty days the City of Chicago, which is so de- 
pendent upon insurance capital, will be without 
that indemnity affordea by sound, large, and 
conservative companies. Why is the Council so 
ready to expend money for a Court-House, 
something we can get aiong without until our 
city is put in a safe condition against sweeping 
tires, and one likely to destroy the structure whea 
completed? Why is so much money expended 
in our parks and boulevards which can be allow- 
ed to rest until our needed improvements are 
made—unless it will seriously injure the suburb- 
an land speculations—and those should be will- 
ing to rest easy a while ? This isa subject worthy 
of consideration and one which, unless some action 
is taken, and that soon, will seriously cripple our 
trade and commerce ; as if insurance cannot be 
obtained, merchants of other places will not 
eend their wares to this market, and our mer- 
chants are not in a condition to buy for cash and 
ran their own risk. What is our Citizen Commit- 
tee doing, and what has become of the Board of 
Underwriters, who for a time held daily meetings 
and passed resolutions ? eee

i. Old and the New. 


The Tower, St. Paul’s, and Work- 
-ingmen’s Chop-Houses. 


The Tower is by no means the oldest thing in 
London, but notaing—hardly the Abbey itself— 
seems so old. A great central fortress, sur- 
rounded by an inner aud outer wall of ramparts 
and- bulwarks, encompassed by a deep moat, 
which is crossed by bridges defended by cannon, 
—its aspect carries one far back into the Past. 
The Tower appears somewhat of a misnomer: 
th ere are, in fact, inside the moat. 

. NEARER TWENTY TOWERS. 

There is the central keep, or citadel, called the 
White Tower ; Middle, and the Byward Towers, 
defending the southwest angle of the 
moat ; thie Cradle Tower and St. Thomas Tower ; 
and, in the inner ward, a new series,—the 
Bloody, Beli, and Jewel Towers ; the Devereux 
and Beauchamp Towers,—with others that one 
need not enumerate. The guide-books have 
much to say of the place under its threefold 
character of fortress, prison, and palace; but it 
is a mistake to traverse, book in band, this 
peculiar inclosure, and recall laboriously the 
sovereigns who have held court bere, the illus- 
trious captives who have entered here, or to 
puzzle out the curious inscriptions on the dun- 
geon wails. That one can do in books, 3,000 
milesaway. But what one caunot do elsewhere 
is to trace under these gloomy archways, look 
up to these bold, massive towers surmounting 
walls of immense thickness and solidity ; survey 
bastion and turret, portcullis and battlement, 
and feel oneself transported to the Feudal Age, 
of which this is the most complete memoria! in 
all England. For everything about the Tower is 

| ABISTOCRATIC—MONAROHICAL. 

This place commemorates only Royal joys and 
sorrows, the tribulations and triumphs of noble 
knights ‘and ladies,—Beauchamps, Arundel, 
Devereuxs, Howards,—no ‘*‘simple annals” of 
soldier and sailor, printer, go!dsmith, or engin- 
eer. Such were ‘‘base-born churls” and “ slug- 
gish hinds” in the spirit of those days. Very 
properly, therefore, the first stone of the Tower 
dates from William the Norman, who brought 
French feudalism to England; and its use as a 
palace expires with the Habeas Corpus of 
Charles lI. The sovereign needed no longer 
protection from his subjects,—the era of Law 
and Constitutional Government mace it a relic. 
A morning in the Tower is like reading half of 
Walter Scott’s novels at once. 

Besides this, there ace incidental features of

ST. PAUL'S. 

After a view of the Duomo of Floronce and 
St. Peter’s, St. Paul’s does not not justify to 
the tourist the impression it makes on most 
Londoners. It lacks the beauty of the tiret and 
the grandeur of the second, and it has the bar- 
monious proportions of neither, while it sug- 
geste them both. It is imposing chiefly from its 
size, and its vastness strikes one more and more 
with repeated visits. As a Pantheon it is a fail- 
ure. The great tombs beneath languish in neg- 
lect and gloom. Groping through the dust one 
comes upon a white sarcophagus, and, stoopipg 
down, one can decipher, in gilt letters on its 
side, the name of *‘ Nelson.” There is a bit of 
the old Pagan superstition as to burial left in all 
of us, and it is hard to believe that he who ex- 


‘nited in the free, wind-swept main can be con- 


tent while his mortal remains rest iv so dreary,a 
place. Opposite, there is a gloomy chamber 
consecrated to 
THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON. 

In the centre is the catafalque on which he 
was borne to the grave, and—inconceivable 
fancy!—the horses which drew it. They are 
preserved exactly as they appeared on that dis- 
tant day,—the black plumes still nodding about 
their ears, the rich trappings and fuveral crape 
atill upon them. There isa sortof ‘‘ Miss Havi- 
sham” suggestion about the moldy streamers 
and withering wreaths, which produces an ef- 
fect at once comic and repulsive. Wile we 
stood there among the sombre shadows, we 
thought of Wellington's great antagonist lying 
under the high dome of the Invalides, in his 
porphyry sarcophagus, which rests ona sun of 
marble mosaic whose rays are his victories,— 
Lodi, Marengo, Ausierlitz,—while over al! pours 
the deep golden light from the high aitar; and 
we thought that in the tomb the Vanquished 
was more enviable than the Victor. 

The most exalted ideaof St. Paul's is to be 
obtained from the ascent of the Dome. It is, 
however, far more fatiguing than that of Milan 
Cathedral or .Notra Dame, and ought not to be 
attempted by any but the most vigorous tourists. 
Those who have read Brunelleschi’s account of 
how he built the Dome of Florence will have 
found it bard to understand what he says of an 
inner and outer dome. But here the secret is 
told, for you goin between the two, and see the 
great beams and stone, like the rough seams of a 
pin-cushion turped in apon each other, leaving a 
fair upper and under surface. More than balf- 
way up you come out upon the roof, and what 
you see is worth all your paios. Below you lie 
the clouds, floating on a great sea of fog, from 
which the spires, and domes, aod palaces of 
London, and the tall shipping of the river, uplift 
themselves. Sometimes it rains duwn there among 
the clouds, while the sky keeps ite dulil-gray 
above you; sometimes the san burste out sud- 


denly and throws a golden glory over the rolling 


mists. It is asight to be remembered a whole 
lifetime. 4 

Returning from the ascent of the Cathedral, 
which the traveler may reckon upon as the most 
evhausting effort he will be called upon to make 
in the great Metropolis, the collector of fare in the 
omnibus will perhaps tell him that his best place 
for leaving the vehicle is ay the ** Elephant and 
Castle.”

THE CURIOUS COMBINATIONS 

in the names of the old-fashioned inns, of which 
a iarge number still maintain their ground suc- 
cessfully against the new hotels. It does not 
take long to puzzle out the connection of the 
two parts of the compound name just quoted, if 
one has ever seon a set of India chessmen with 
the castles borne on the backs of elephants ; bat 
what possible associavion of ideas ever brought 
into conjunction ** The Pig and Whistle,” ‘* Lhe 
Dog and Ram,” *‘The Cat and Snuffers,” and 
‘The Bear and Sun” ?—all names of popular 
public houses. Doubtless there is, in each in- 
stance, some old legend of the ‘** Whittington 
and his Cat” order, which was once well known, 
but which has now faded out of common recol- 
lection, and left only these comicalities behind. 
These old inns are not the least attractive places 
in London, particularly if you care to obtain a 
keener appreciation of a good deal in Dickens, 
Charles Lamb, and evea the old Spectator and 
Miss Burney. And, if one of the charms of 
travel be tlie getting out of old grooves into pew 
experiences and sensations, the tourist will al- 
ways prefer these, and the ahabbv little chop 


and coffee honses, to the new hotel dining-rooms 
and stereotyped restaurants. ‘There is, for in- 
stance, 


A LITTLE CHOP-HOUSE 


only three minutes’ walk from the fashionable 
thorougntare of Regent sireet. it has one or 
two rooms, perfectly clean, but a little sombre 
as to light, and with an air of faded gentility, to 
which coutributes an old book-case of worn 
noveis of balf-a-century ago. You are served 
by a comely English girl, aad here you can ob- 
taina chop of the finest mutton, admirably 
cooked, a cup of excellent tea or glass of ale. 
with bread, and perhaps a vegetable, for a shill- 
ing, or about 25 cents of our money. The veg- 
etable does not amount to much. It is generally 
‘*a vegetable marrow,” and readers of Dickens 
willnot need to be told what a satisfaction 
it is to come upon this hitherto mysterious edi- 
ble, which figures so often in the pages of Nich- 
olas Nickleby. It tastes and looks like watery 
squash, without seeds or flavor. But the other 
viands are of the best quality, especially the tea, 
which is served in old blue china figured with 
mandarins, and ladies stepping into boate a little 
smaller than tueir parasols,—the whole imme- 
diately recalling the ** Old China” in the Essays 
of Elia. There are restaurants of this type all 
over London, and some whose prices are much 
lower. There are some who make upon their 
bills (and overform ve respectably) a 
protnise of a large plate of mea: with plain 
vegetables, for 7 pence; dinners, including 
bread, ale, and vegetables, for 8 pence; and 
luncheon, ‘vith ale, for 244 pence. The latter 
are patronized most by the class technically 
called workingmen ; and tbe difference between 
these prices and those in some American States 
possessing the finest soil and grazing in the 
world, explains a certain dissatisfaction of the 
Englieh workman with his much larger wages in 
this country.

Notwithstanding the large sum of money paid 
anpually in this city for organ-playing, it may be 
doubted whether suy purchase whatever is so 
ignorantly and unthoughtiully made. The av- 
erage man understands about as much of orgap- 
music as he does of Chinese. When appointed 
on @ Music Committee (a position for which his 
ignorance and consequent impartiality so fully 


fit him), he performs his duty with 
UNBLUSHING CHEEK,— 


a development which would be genius if it were 
not 60 common. He dictates the choice of music, 
presides at trials of organista, and discharges 
the duties of his office generally in a 
apint of entire unconsciousness that there 
may. be questions in music that he is 
incompetent to decide. Far beit from the writer 
to be the ill-fated messenger to break up this 
pleasing trust. He secks merely to enlighten 
the average reader somewhat as to the principies 
that govern orgavists in selecting their music, 
and to point out some of the points which dis- 


tinguish excellent performance. 


Probably very few readers are aware that the 


last 81x years bave seen 
A GREAT ADVANCE 


in the ideas of Chicago churches in the matter 
of their music. Avout eight years ago, the First 
Baptist organ was the ouly large one in the city. 
The one which had previously held the palm of 
superiority was a small three-manual one by 
Erben, in St. Paui's Church, at the corner 
of Van Buren street and Wabash ave- 
nue. This instrument was presided over 
by Mr. G. CO. Knopfel, then esteemed generally 
to be the best player in the city. The First Bap- 
tist organ was about twice as large, and, from 
the first, was presided over by Mr. Havens, who 


is still organist of the now houseless church. 


Mr. Havens was theu quite young, of great am- 
bition, and very diligeut in practice. He had al- 
ready begun to accumulate his large repertory of 


the best organ-music. 


The next large organ was erected by the Hooks 
in Centenary Church, then esteemed by ail 
South-Siders as very far out on the prairie. But 
space forbids me to trace the fine organs succes- 
sively erected by Grace and Clark Street Method- 
ist, Union Park, the First and Plymouth Con- 
gregational, the First and Second Presbyterian, 
Grace Episcopal, the Jesuit Church on Twelfth 
street, etc. The great tire burned about $100,000

were either mere amateurs, baving a slender 
stock of legitimate organ-music and a still slen- 


derer stock of execution, or piano-players who 


treated the organ with a levity but ill-suited to 


its grave nature. Nopeof them were piayers of 
a high order. 

The tiret decided virtnoso who came bere was 
Mr. A. J. Cresawold, an Englishman. When he 
first came, be played chieily tue legitimate school 
of organ-music. bat, being a man of ready re- 
sources, he speedily conformed -lLimself to the 
popular taste, and behold Bach was banished 
from his programmes, and Flotow, Donizett, and 
Suppe took his place. Creswold carried the 
art of overture-playing on the organ to the 
highest perfection it bas ever reacned here. 
But to understand this fuily requires a digres- 
sion on the nature of 

THE LEGITIMATE IN OBGAN-MUSIC. 

That music is legitimate to any instrument 
which is adapted to the nature of the instrument ; 
that is, to its peculiar quality of tone, its 
mechanism, and the circumstances under which 
the instrument is commonly used. A march, 
for instance, is legitimate on a brass instrument, 
but not on a flute,—tbe tone of the latter being 
entirely wanting in the bold-and aggressive 
spirit of the march. A piece requiring consider- 
able discrimipative emphasis, containing a num- 
ber of ideas, relutively of different importance, 
progressing simultaneously, admits of being 
cieariy performed on the piano-forte, because 
the player can briug out the several threads of 
melody according to their importance, by means 
of discriminate accentuation ; but, on the cabi- 
net-organ, such discriminative emphasis 


is impossible, and such a _ “piece is, 


therefore, illegitimate for that instru- 


ment. Music of an extremely bold 


and aggressive character cannot be properly 


given by the violin, ita tone being of radically- 
unsuitable formation. On the otber hand, a 
melody requiring much delicacy of expression, 
and especially where a vocal effect is sought, 
cannot be given by tlie oboe or flute,—neither of 


these instruments admitting of much variation 
in power. Vocal effects can best be imitated by 
the violin or cornet. 


THE CHARACTER OF THE VARIOUS INSTRUMENTS 
is much more perfectly understood now tbat it 


was formerly. In Bach’s tmme (1685-1750), many 


things were written for the organ which we vow 
regard as unsuitable and ineffective. A com- 
poser at thé present time, having such ideas, 
would write them for the piano-forte (or keep 
them to himseli). Such, for imetance, seem to 
me the prelude to the great organ-fugue 
in A minor, and the fugue in 
major. Ou the other havd, in the 
great B minor prelude and fugue, Bach 
enters fullv into the spirit of the organ, These 
pieces imperatively require full organ. When 
played ou a large organ with a suflicient pedal, 
they become grand and extremely expressive, 
Played on a single stop, they sound thin and old- 
fashioned. It is to be obeerved that Bach laid 
out his work very ,differently for organ from 
what he did for piano. His piano-fugues are 
email. The counter-subjects have little individ- 
uality. Ihe whole must be brought under ihe 
plaver's two hands, and the individuality of the 
parts must be shown, by accentuation. In the 
organ-fugues, on the contrary, the composer 
adds to his resources the two octaves of pedal- 
keys controlled by the feet ; here, the iustru- 
meut having no power of individualization by 
means of accents, the composer has given the 
counter-subjects a widely-different movement 
from the theme, and the parts have elbow-room, 
so that the ear can follow each one in its wind- 
ing. 


The tone of the organ is 
eGRAVE AND DIGNIFIED. 


This sense of dignity aad gravity inheres in the 
form of the tone, which begins at its f..11 power, 
and continues undiminished ana unchanged un- 
til the moment of cessation. Such a form of 
tone at ouce conveys the impression of perma- 
nence. Add to this the various octaves im which 
the stops double the sound above and below the 
key taken, and we have no longer a stronger cord 
of tone, but a cable, many times doubled and 
twisted together. Such a tone imperatively 
arks of the player that he shall bave sometbing 
to say. Toshout nonsense toachurch full of 
people may. not be unprecedented in Chicago; it 
is at least in questionable taste. The organ has 
little power o1 marking arhythm. It. is the ex- 
act opposite of the piano-torte. 


The piano-forte has a toue which begins loud 


and speedily diminishes,—so speedily that, on 
many instruments, one can make no singing 
effect whatever. Its tone-color is neutral, but, 
on the whole, light aud cheerful. When every 
individual tone so speedily dies awav, what can 
result but a style ef music m which the business 
of the upper notes (where the sound quickest 
vanisher) is of a light.and rapid nature, convey- 
ing necessarily an impression of lightness and 
evauescence ? 


The orchestra is 
THE IDEAL INSTRUMENT. 


Here are representatives of every color and 
foim of tone; and, as every instrument is iti 
the bands of a separate player, the most delicate 
shading im power and toue-color is possible. 
Still the average orchestra plavs very poor stuff 
for music. Much of it consists of a single 
melodic idea, bright and clearly outspoken, sup- 
ported by a meagre harmonic framework of 
chords, but little shaded with color or orna- 
mented by figuration. Of such texture is the 


average operatic overture.

He preached in a chapel 
fitted up in the library of the old coliege, known 
as Calvio's Library. The distinetive points of 
the Catholic reform, as introduced by him in 
Geneva, are #6 foliows: 1. The suppression of 
compulsory confession. 2. The liberation of the 
clergy from inforced celibacy. 38. The election 
of pastors by the people. 4. The use of tho ver- 
nacular in church services.

FALSE LAND-CONVEYANCES. .. 

The disclosures of the last few weeks show 
the facility with which forged conveyances of 
land may be executed in this city, and the suc- 
cess which may attend the commission of such 
crimes. Our system of conveyances, and of re- 
cording the same, and our system of buying and 
selling land by abstracts of recorded title, fur- 
nish an almost unlimited means of perpetrating 
frauds, Thus, where A is the owner of a block 
of ground, and B places on file in the 
record office a conveyance thereof to 
B, the record title, upon which property alone 
is sold in this city, passes to B, and, in the case 

of the death of A before the fraud is discov- 
ered, Bor his assignees would bave a titular 
claim upon the property which it would be diffi- 

cult to dislodge. Persons holding property 
rarely, if ever, have their abstracts of titie 
brought down, except in case of a sale, apd a 
fraudulent conveyance of the property might be 
on record for tem years or more and the real 
owner would not be aware of the fact. If 
this kind of conveyance can be  ex- 
-ecuted in cases where the owner resides 

in this city, and the fraud successfully escape 

detection for years, how much more readily can 

the fraud be practiced in cases where the owner 

is a non-resident? Property thus fraudulently 

conveyed may upon record pass through a doz- 

en fictitious names, or even through the hands 

of several bona fide purchasers, without discov- 

ery. In case the owner, whether non-resident or 

otherwise, die, the record exhibits at least a pri- 

ma facie title against the estate, and it may be 

extremely difficult for the heirs to es- 

tablish their title, or to disprove the frand- 

ulent one. Inthe particular case now brouffht 

to light, the frand was detected in the life-time 

of the real owner; yet on the abstract of the 

record the fraudulent conveyances appear, to all 
intents and purposes as valid as if there were no 

question of their genuineness. When the matter 

is looked at calmly and considerately the wonder 

is, perhaps, not that such frauds have been per- 

petrated or attempted, but that they have not 

been more commonly practiced.

feat, hinder, or delay creditors or others of their just 
debts, damages, or demands; or who, being a party. 
as aforesaid, at any time shall wittingly and willingly 
put in, use, avow, maintain, justify, or defend the 
same, or any of them, as true, and done, had, of made 
in good faith, or upom good consideration, or shall 
sell, alien, or sesign any of the lana, etc., to him con- 
veyed as aforesaid, or any part thereof, shall be 
not exceeding $1,000.

Mr. Moulton, freed from the relations of « 


mutual friend, turns upon the accusing Beecher 
with a vehemence hitherto unknown in his part 
of the transactions. He appiies to Mr. Beecher 
epithets which fitly describe a person guilty of 
what he holds Beecher to be convicted. Hesup- 
plies the gap in the testimony so Jong open, and 
that was, if the accusation from the beginning 
was an adulterous relation, what explanation 
or extenuation did the man of Plymouth Church 
offer for his conduct? It now appears that at 
40 time, between Beecher, Tilton, Moulton, and 
Mrs. Tilton, was there any other crime mention- 
ed than the one.

THE PERFIDY OF BOWEN. 
The tangled record of the Beecher scandal, 


which Mr. Moulton has now so completely un- 
raveled, contains a history of personal perfidy 
within itself, apart from the record of the 
principal actors in the drama. However com- 
plicated this record has been, into whatever 
devious paths it has led, however much doubt 
may have arisen from time to time in the public 
mind, however many lies may have been told 
(and their number seems to have been legion), 
the story of one man’s perfidy has been clear 
and unmistakable

parties ; the testimony of witnesses, however 
much they may differ on other points, all bear 
directly or indirectly on the conduct of this 
man. Whatever doubts may have existed upon 
the part of Tilton’s friends as to Beecher, or of 
Beecher’s friends as to Tilton, or of both as to 
Moulton, there hes never been a doubt on the 
part of any of them as to the role which this 
double-faced partner in the scandal played. His 
name is Henry C. Bowen, proprietor of the New. 
York Independent—a name which henceforth 
should be the synonym for ali that is mean, 
treacherous, and contemptible in human nature.

Tilton replied he was not in the 
habit of being influenced by threats, and Bowen, 
for once at least, kept his word, broke his con- 
tracts with Tilton and discharged him, and in 
this action Beecher acquiesced ; indeed, be wrote 
to Bowen beforehand counseling it. Mr. Tilton 
being out of the way, Bowen was profuse 
in his sympathies with Beecher, and took 
occasion to fill his not unwilling ears with 
stories of Tilton’s samoure—ea confidence 
which Beecher return ed by also telling Bowen 
charges which he had beard, and which he sub- 
sequently, iff a letter to Bowen, declared were 
false. By and by, it became evident to Beecher 
that Bowen had been busy with his reputation, 
and this resulted in a conference, which led to 
an affectionate revonciliation between them. 
Beecher was never to tell wrong stories about 
Bowen, and Bowen was never to tell wrong 
stories about Beecher. Bowen had already de- 
ceived and played false with Tilton. How did 
he keep his contract with Beecher? In less 
than forty-eight bours after the reconciliation, 
Bowen was closeted with Joe Howard, a goasip- 
ing Bohemian, and boasting to him that he 
knew of things against Beecher that would drive 
him out of Brooklyn, if they were made public. 
Meanwhile, Tilton had commenced suit against 
Bowen to recover the money that was rightfully 
due him. Moulton, fearing that such a course 
would reopen all the family troubles and make 
the scandal public, commenced negotiations 
with Boweu for a private settlement. Bowen 
mounted his high horse and would not listen to 
anything of the sort, and tried intimidation. 
Moulton, however, is not one of the kind who 
are intimidated. He boldly denounced Bowen 
as perfidious to every one, and notified bim he 
was aware that he (Bowen), within forty-eight 
hours of his pretended reconciliation with 
Beecher, had been retailing scandals about the 
latter, not only to Howard, but also to Oliver 
Johnson, and that Johnson had come to him 
(Moulton) with Bowen's words: “I cannot 
stand it any longer. Youand I owe a duty to 
society in this matter. That man ought not to 
stay another week m his pulpit. It is 
not ssfe for our families to have 
him-in this city.” The result of Mr. 
Moulton’s diplomacy was the arbitration 
ot Tilton's claim, its decision in hie favor, the 
prompt payment of the claim in full, and an edi- 
torial disclaimer on Bowen's part that he had 
ever known of anything affecting Tilton’s char- 
acter. Then followed the memorable tripartite 
treaty signed by Beecher, Bowen, and Tilton, 
and all was quiet for «time, until Bowen was 
again at his game of retailing scandals, which 
shortly led to the explosion in the columns of 
Mrs. Woodbull’s paper, which in turn precipitat- 
ed the avalanche. Bowen had worked his pur- 
pose, and, from the time the ‘avalanche com- 
menced moving until now, he has not opened 
his mouth. 
Henry C. Bowen now keeps himself in obscuri- 
ty, probably enjoying the ruin he has caused. 
He diligentiy prepared the way for this scandal, 
and when the time wasripe set it afloat. He has 
been unremitting in his determination to keep it 
alive. Whenever the fire has burned iow, he has 
added fresh fuel and fanned it into a blaze 
again. He has played false with both Mr. 
Beecher and Mr. Tilton. Under the guise of 
friendship and the cloak of religion, he has 
craftily kept this scandal alive until it has 
brought about the catastrophe; and he now 
steps ove side and from some snug retreat writes 
articles for the Independent, enjoining upon its 
readers the duties and beauties of leading cor- 
rect lives. That catastropbe has broken up Mr. 
Tilton’s home, has clouded his whole life, bas 
exposed his wife as a weak, false woman, and has 
stamped guilt upon Mr. Beecher’s forehead. 
The condition of either one of the three, piti- 
able as it is, is preferable to that of the Meph- 
istopheles of this scandal. 


THE MUSICAL SEASON. 

The summer vacations are nearly over. The 
musicians are returuing to their duties again.

MOULTON’S MOTIVES. 
Now that Moulton has laid his statement be- 
fore the American people, and so, we suppose, 
terminated his connection__with the Beecher- 
Tilton scandal, it may not be inappropriate to 
review his career since he first became a party to 
it. Moulton had been, as he staies himself, 
Tilton's friend for twenty years previous to the 
time that he first heard of the scandal. He had 
been personally acquainted with Mr. Beecher for 
only one year. In 1870, he became acquainted 
with the circumstances of Beecher’s criminal 
relations with Mrs. Tilton. From the first, he 
foresaw that there was great danger of the 
scandal’s becoming publ, and from the first he 
did everything to keep Tilton (over 
whom, as his life-long fmend, he had 
very great influence), from making the re- 
yolting history public. He saw that, while 
Beecher’s offense was a great injury to his 
friend Tilton, the publication of it could effect 
no good end. It would be « reflection on Til- 
ton’s children. It would be a reflection on Beech- 
er’s children. It would destroy Beecher’s m- 
fluence for good, and so assume the proportions 
of a national calamity. Impelled by these con- | 
siderations, he assumed to act as s mediator 
between his friend Tiltom and the offender 
Beecher. Without any motive but to save the 
character of his friend and the good name of his 
friend’s children, and to save the cause 
of public morality, he has been to infinite 
pains during four years, only to see his efforts 
at the end unavailing, and to be stigmatised by 
one whom be had done everything to serve as a 
blackmailer. His course throughout has been 
most honorable. Of all the parties to the con- 
troversy he is the only one whose reputa- 
tion has not suffered by the investigation. 
Beecher, and Mrs. Tilton, and Bowen do not 
stand as well in the eyes of the American 
people as they did when the Committee began 
its sittings. Moulton, on the other hand, who 
until about that time was scarcely known to the 
sountry, has made avery pleasing and fay- 
orable impression upon public opinion. 
He ohecked for four long years the storm 
which threatened Tilton, Beecher, and their 
families. He begged Tilton not to make any 
charges against Beecher, and, after they were 
made, he besought the Committee who were in- 
vestigating them not to proceed with their ex- 
amination. He has done everything to smother 
up the affair, and uttered not one word that 
might fan the flame. He has been true to Til- 
ton, but he has been equally tru Beecher. 
When he made his first statement he presented 
only just enough evidence to support the ve- 
racity of Tilton’s oath. He endeavored to in- 
jure Beecher just as little as he could, and sup- 
pressed most of the evidence which ap- 
peared in his second statement be- 
cause it was not absolutely demanded. He has 
known throughout how to keep his own coun- 
sel, and has not dropped a word which was not 
wrung from him by circumstances over which he 
had no control. When finally he published his 
entire statement, it was only because his own 
good name imperativély demanded it, and be- 
cause the whole country cried ont for it. 
Beecher himself, till he discovered that Moulton 
could not be influenced to serve him at Tilton’s 
expense, expressed the highest regard for Moul- 
ton. He said that Moulton’s kindness to him 
could never be repaid; that God had raised up 
many fnends to him, but that Moulton had 
served him in a way that no other man ever 
had an opportunity toservehim. He trusted 
him implicitly. He had been a friend to all—to 
Mr. Tilton, Mrs. Tilton, and to himself. The

Our figures are takea from 
the census of 1870. 
There were, in 1870, 18,740,869 white and col- 
ored temales in the States of the Union, The 
general ratio of one adult to one-and-three- 
fourths children would make 6,814,861 of these 
persons over twenty-one. These figures, then, 
represent the number of new voters who would 
be created by a woman-suffrage constitutional 
amendment. Nearly one-third of them can 
neither read nor write. By the census, 2,055,707 
white and colored women over: 21 years of age 
are in this pitiable condition. It must be re- 
membered, too, that these illiterate women 
would be, as a ciass, far more apt to poll a full 
’ vote than their better-educated sisters. It is so 
with men. The iowest classes vote indefatigably. 
It would be so with women. It is said that every 
Southern negro must vote at every election or 
be ostracised by his fellows. Thus the full 
black vote is always polled; the fall white vote, 
never. The 935,436 illiterate negresses over 21 
would present themselves at the polls with un- 
failing regularity. ~. 
When such gross illiteracy has been allowed 
for, the tale of ignorance has been by no means 
fully told. Women who can read and write are not 
rescued from utter political ignorance by these 
accomplishments. The weaker sex does not 


the day—unless they happen to be novels. It is 
utterly ignorant of the topies of the time. There 
are brilliant exceptions to this rale, no doubt. 
We cannot too gladly recognize that fact. But 
the briiliant exceptions only throw into deeper 
darkness the poiitical chiidishness of the average 
woman. It is true that her exclusion from poli- 
| tics has partiy kept ber ignorant of them. And it 
may be true that that exclugion has been unjust. 
Dut all this does not alter the fact of ignorance. 
That remains. Until it ean be removed, woman- 
suffrage will but carry ‘on the debasing process 
which the votes of illiterate men have begun. 
It must strike an observer as the height of folly 
that 7,000,000 adult persons, not one in a hun- 
dred of whom can give an intelligible sketch of 
the system of government under which most of 
them have passed their whole lives, should 
clamor for the power te help administer that 
government. . 
This great objection to woman-suffrage can be 
greatly weakened by education. Let women get 
knowledge. They will soon find that it is power. 
While they remain in ebildish ignorance, they 
must expect to be treated as children.

RITUALISM BEFORE PARLIAMENT. 
Both Houses of the British Parliament have 
agreed to a bill, which is best described, in the 
words of Prime Minister Disraeli, as a bill to 
put down Ritualiem. It has been discovered, 
however, by the Lords and Commons, that put- 
ting down Rituslism does not mean anything 
whatever so long as there is not so much as 8 
definition of Ritualism. And so it happens that 
the bill is not to become a law until after an- 
other Parliament shall have met and defined 
what Rituslism is; what practices are included 
under the name, and what are not; What cere- 
monies may be innocently indulged in in English 
churches, and what it would be illegal and 
heretical to tolerate. On the definition 
which the next Parliament shall make of Ritual- 
ism, a great dea! will depend. Should Ritualism 
be so defined as to make offenses of what a large

ANTHRACITE COAL 
are explained and accounted for by supposing it 
to have been subjected to heat and pressure in 


the progreas of some of these itresistible convi'- 


sions. The anthracite coal seems to be simply 
the bituminous coal with the bitumen expelled 
by this heat and pressnre. The great anthracite 
fields of the United States are located east of the 
Ailegheny Meuntaina, in a region giving exter- 
nail and internal evidence of having been sub- 
jected to these conditions. The great anthracite 
deposit of the United States is in Kaste:n Penn- 
svivania, and occupies an area of. 437 square 


miles. Asiilustratingthe contortions caused by the 


anthracite making upheavals in that region, it 
may be mentioned that the strata of coal and 
adjoinmig rocks have béen so compressed and 


donbled and folded that great mistakes have 


been repeatedly made in estimating the aggre- 


gate thi¢kners of the coal-seams in particular 
mines, the game seam or stratum being counted 
many times. The elimimation of bitumen which 
this coal hag suffered renders if especially desi- 
reble for a great many es. It consists 
very largely of carbon, end make a most agree- 
able fire, because it never offends avainst clean- 
lipess. On account of its frecdom from 
smoke, good heating powers, aud durability, 
it is generally preferred for domestic and 
most other purposes to the soft coal, except 
where the latter 1s. 80 plentiful and cheap as to 
furnish an economical argument in ite favor. 
Henee we find that, nsotwithsianling the vreat 
distance te the amthracite beds of Pennsyivama, 
and the roundabont and expensive route hither. 
and the presence in our immediate vicinity of 
vast quantities of good soft coal, fully ons-thind 
of the coal used in Chicago is hard coal. 


It is a curious circumstance, and iilustrative of

tavely free from serious interval disturbances 
ever since the “ carboniferous epoch” of the 


geologists. The character of the surrounding 
and superimposed str ata has impressed itself on 
the coal deposits, and ciay, siate, sulphurous. 
and other impurities are found aceording 
as the neichboring strata contain more or less 
of these substances. it thus happens that coal 
from many of these regions is unsuitable 
for certain apecific purposes, as the reduction of 
iron ore or the mavufacture of illuminating gas, 
although these same coals differ in no respect 


from other ‘suitable coals, save as they have 
been defiled by the percolation of fluids charged 


with these impurities: The amount of bitumin- 

ous coal of the various grades between the Alle- 
gheny Mountains and the “Father of Waters ”’ 
is simply enormous. Various calculations lave 
been made as to the number of tons which these 
basins contain; but, domethine after the man- 
ner of what the astronomers tell us of the dis- 
tance of the fixed stars, that number is so great 
as to be practically imeomprehensible. The

Sia: Ip your issue of the 19th inst, yon have 
invited the attention of the public, medical and 

- non-medical, to the above topic. 
are of more vital importence to the community 
than how to care for the sick and the miimed 
among its number, and especially for that class 
that must depend for assistance on the philen- 
throphic endeavors of others. 

; and those who cannot pay for private profession- 
al attendance, are overtaken byaccident or pesti- 
lence, every other member of society is more or 
less directly concerned in restoring the afflicted 
to health and usefuloess; in a word, no one can 
afford to be indifferent of néutral on such a 
quertion, and doubtless many are able to render 
afew hints regarding the best mode of carrying 
out the objects involyed in establishing a County 
Hospital, and I feel that.it more especialiy be- 
hooves the members of the healing art to give 
the County Commissioners the advantages of 
their science and experience on “the subject. 
With the view-of breaking the ice; and inducing 
others to ventilate their opinions on hospitalism, 
I bez space to indicate the topics which ought to 
receive the most careful and consciepiions con- 
sideration cre the Commmssioners commit them- 
selves to the adoption of any plan.

The Celebrated Opera-Com poser. 
_ #rom ine [liustrated Review. 

There is no country io the present day more 
prolific of operatic composers than Italy, and yet 
very few of them ever attain to a hearing beyond 
the littie theatre of their native town. In 
their case the prophet bas no honor out 
of his own country. The vames of Poncbieili, of 
Petrella, and of Gobatti, are known perhaps to 
afew stray travelers or musical amateurs, but 
have scarcely penetrated bevond the coutines of 
the peninsula. -Even Verdi, by far the most 
celebrated ot modern Italian composers, and in 
mauy respects the greatest composer whom 
lialy has produced, bas gained a tavoravle hear- 
ing ior a very few works, aad is pertaps best 
known by those by which be would the least 
care to be rememvered, aud has beep almost as 
persistentiy decried as Waguver oimself. And 
yet his career has shown a remarkable amouut of 
talent, and perseverance inferior to that of no 
other musician. , 

Giuseppe Verdi was born on the 9th of October, 
1814, at Busseto, a little village of the Duchy of 
Parma. His parents were ina bumbie rank of 
lite and uvable to provide bim with any better 
musicai insiruction than that afforded him by 
Provesi, the organist of the village church. Hap- 
puy, however, among the inhabitaots of Bussete 
was one more disce:ving aud at the same time 
‘in bevter circumstances thau those around bim. 
Signor Antonio Barezzi, a name which deserves 
well to be handed down to posterity among the 
few real patrons of art, was abie to see im the 
crude efforts of young Verdi traces of the tal- 
ent he was afterwards to display, and gener- 
ously offered to defray the expenses of his 
education at the Conservavoire of Milan. Verdi 
accepted the offer, and proceeded t6 Milan in the 
summer of 1833, but was met at the very outset 
with arepulse. Francesco Basili, at that time 
Director of the Conservatoire, repeiled, as it was 
‘Said, by the coldand unsympatbetic iooks of the 
applicant, tlaily refused to admit him to any of 
his classes. Verdi was however not discouraged. 
He piaced himself under ¢he tuttion of Lavigna, 
the maestro al cembale, 
theatre of La Scala, a mpsician who did iittle 
more than look over aud cgrrect the compositions 
of his pupils. For three years Verdi worked 
here under the direction of Lavigna, writidg 
pieces of varidus styles, amoug them beinga 
**Siabat Mater,” but to the want of more 
thorough instruction and mwure careful guidance 
may be traced many of those inequalities of 
mapner ana crude writing which so many critics 
blame in his operas. 

His first debut az a composer'took place on the 
17tb of November, 1589, when his iowantic op- 
era, *‘ Oberto, Conte di San Bonifazio,” was pro- 
duced at La Scala. The influence of Bellini, es- 
pecially of his *‘ Norma,” was noticeable in the 
work, which showed, moreover, sigus of that 
dramatic spirit which runs through all Verdi's 
operas, and ** Oberto ” was received with much 
favor.” His second attempt was less fortunate. 
**Un gioruo di regno,” bruught out at La Scala 
in the December of the uext year, was per- 
formed only once. VNii, however, and his 
librettist, Felice Ro i, remodeled the 


7 work, and uoder the/Titie of “Li finto Stan- 


islao.”’ it was brought 6ut at Milan again io tue 
following year. The work was delicient in verve 
aod geuiality. Humor, except in verv féw in- 
stances, sucly as the convent scene in the 
last actof ‘‘ La Forza del Destino,” is nota 
characteristic of Verdi, and opera—bouffe not nm 
his line. The opera is curious, however, as 
showing the germs of many of his celebrated 
orchesiral effects. But his failure was amply 
redeemed in the March of 1843, when ‘* Nabuc- 
co” was brought out and entnusiastically re- 
ceived. The pait of the Kung still remains a 
favorite with dramatic baritones, and Ronconi 
espedially found ampie opportuniies for acting 
in it. The music is, however, noisily written, 
full of ear-piercing passages for the brass instru- 
ments, aud, except a melodious chorus of 
captives, is now but little beard. The work was 
produced in Paris in 1845, and in London in 
1346, the name on ‘the last occasion being 
changed to ** Nino,” in order to avoid sbocking 
religious susceptibilities. It has never proved 
very attractive here, owing io a great degree to 
the slightness of the tenor part, and on the oc- 
casion of its revivai for Signor Cuorsi’s debut in 
1357 was received with complete indifference. 
During the next two years Verdi produced 
two comparatively successful works. ‘‘I Lom- 
bardi,” brought out: at Milan on the 3d of 
February, 1843. found «its way to London in 
1846, and, greatly expanded, was introduced to a 
Parisian audience at the Grand Opera under the 
title of ** Jerusalem,” on the 26th of November, 
1848. In England the spirited and dramatic trio, 
* Quai volutta,” is still beard in tbe concert- 
room, aud tne tenor air. “ La mia letizia,” has 
long been ground on the barrel-organ ; but 
otberwise the music failed to please heie, though 
both in France and italy the work has proved 
successful. ‘! Ernani,” founded on Victor Hugo's 
well-known drama, was produced at Venice in 
March, 1844, with immepvse success. The 
poet ‘objected to the title, and to 
gratify his scruples the name was changed 
to **Ii  Proscritto,” and the scene 
transferred from Spainto italy. Victor Hugo’s 
wrath was very short-lived, and Ernani’’ sooa 
resumed ite rightful mame.- It.was the first 
opera by Verdi which was played in England, but 
neither on the occasion of its first pro@uction at 
Her Majesty's in 1845, or on those of its subse- 
quent revivals, bas it ever obtained more than a 
very limited amount of popular favor in this 
country. 

For seven years Verdi had next.to encounter a 
series_of reverses and babitual ill-success, which 
would have proken down the spirit of most men. 
Out of nine operas, one only gained any favor at 
the time of production, and most of them iailed 
utterly, or have been revived occasionally oni 
to gratify the caprices of individual artists. *

Unpleasant as the story is, the music 
is vividly dramatic. The reckless gayety of 
* Questa o quella,” the tender pathos of * E il 
sol dell’ anima,” and “Vegla o donna,” ‘the 
dramatic scene where the Jesier is searching 


for his daughter, and the admirably coa- 
structed quartet in the last act, one 
of the very best bits of writing 


in its way. in the whole rauge of the 
lyric drama, may be cited ax some of the choicest 
morceaux inthe opera. “ Rigoletto” was pro- 
duged in London with Roncoai as the Jester, and 
in Paris in 1857, aud is one of the standard 
works of opera, wherever a baritone of any hus- 
trionic Capacity is included in the company. 
Verdi’s fame was now thoroughly establish 
and he was universally admitted to be the true 
successor of Bellini and Donizetti, and, indeed, 
now that the Achilles of music was ‘‘ sulking in 
his tent” amidst the peaceful giades of Passy, 
the representative composer of modern Italy. 
His next work still further advanced his 
reputation. Of ‘Il Trovatore,” produced 
at the Apollo Theatre' of Rome on the 
17th of January, 1853, and brought out the fol- 
lowing year in Paris, and in ndoa in 1855, 
there is but little need to speak in avy detail. 
Attacked by most critics, denounced as full of 
plagiarisms, and as badiy written, ** li Trova- 
tore” has always been a popular work, and no 
prima donna rests satisfied till she has sung the 
part of Leonora. 

Verdi's next work is the one which made him 
best known in England. “La Traviata,” 
founded on the unpleasant ‘“ Dame aux Came- 
| lias” of the younger Dumas, was produced at 

Venice in March, 1853. Three years later,,Mlle. 
Piccolomini, a piguante aciress, but, a 
Singer of no pretensions to any ‘real 
merit, introduced the frail heroite to England, 
aud, owing partfy to her clever acting and to 
the cry of immorality which our virtavus press 
at once set up, ** La Traviata” soou became 
popular. In Decemoer of the same year, Mile. 
Piccolominy played the part in Paris, and the 
opera soou became the iage, and now every 
piima donusa of auy note attempts the character 
+of Violetta. 

The “Traviata” was followed by ‘ Les 
Vepres Siciliénoes,” a grand operain five acts 
brought out 1 Paris on the 13th of June, 1855, 
with Mile. Cruvelli as the heroine, and produced 
| five years later at Drury Lave. The lrench 
| style was not congenial to Verdi, and the 
| work never been very popular. 

“Simone Boccavegra,” written after the 

elaborate fashion of Wagner's school, produced at 

| Venice, March 12, 1856, and ** Arolao,” a pew 
versiou of **Stiffelio,” bis next works, were both 
failures. He was luckier, Lbowever, in ‘Un 
Balio in Mascbera,” which, written origmally in 
1455 for the San Carlo of Naples, was prohisated 
by the ceusor at the special instance of King 
Ferdinand.’ Transferred in the course of the 
ensniag year to the Apolio at Kome, it was well 
received, and though inviting comparisons with 
the ** Gustave” of Aaber, has always been popu- 
lar both in London and in Paria. 

Three more works—‘ La Forza del Destino,” 
written expressly for the Imperial Opera of St. 
Petersburg, aud played these on the lith 
of November, 1862; ‘‘Dor Carlos,” produced 
at Paris in March, 1867; and * Aida,” com- 
posed at the request of the Khedive fortune 
Grand Opera of Cairo. and produced there on 
the 24th of December, 1871—complete the lis. of 
Verdi's operatic works. *‘ La Forza del Destinu” 
was brought out at Drury Lane, with a strong 
cast, during Mr. MapleBou’s management, and 
Mr. Gye has given us ** Don Carlos ;’" but :the 
heavy libretto of the first, and the wantof mel-

uiar additions to the repertoire of those houses,

As the representative’of ltalian music, he was 
invited, ia company with Meyerbeer, Auber, and 
Sterndale Bennett, to sendin a composition to 
be performed at the opening of the so-called In- 
ternativp Exhibition of 18024, but the wo.k he 
contujbuted was of so fantastic and peculiar a 
nature that it was declined. 

The composer's labors have brought him 
fortune as well as fame. In his na- 
tive village of Busseto, the hambie lad 
whom the wise charity of Signor Barezzi sent to 
Milan is powone of the cuief landed pruprie- 
tors, and ** La villa del Professo.e Verdi” is one 
| of the sights of the place. During the Ausirian 
occupation no shout was more common than 
that of “Viva VE RDI" an anagrgm under 
which were coucealed the initials of * Vittorio 
Emmanuele Re D’ltalia.” 

The position that Verdi holds among com- 

overs is at present difficult to detine accurately. 

e must be judged by a purely opefatic stand- 
ard, aod in this respect he may fairly rank 
with Bellini and Donizetti. He has

beeu accused of ruining half the 
voices of modern Italy by the 
excessive strain be puts upon them, and w 


some respects the accusation is weil-founded. 
His voice-parts are not perhaps writcen higher 
than those of other composers, and he may 
fairly plead that Meyeibeer gives his singers 
quite as heavy insirumeotacion to contend 
against. But much that Verdi: writes is ungrace- 
ful and unvocal. In cantabile passages be writes 
with ¢ase and tenderness, but the succeeding 
movement is frequently violent and tormented 
im conception. A ready instance of this occurs 
in Leonora’s scenain * li Trovatore.” Nothing 
can be more graceful than the opening move- 


ment avd the ascending scale on the 
words, “‘Dolci s’udiro e flebili,” is charm- 
ing. But the cabaietia, ‘Di tale amor,” 


and freakish, without mean- 
ing or character, aud full of awkward and 
inelegant intervals. It is in this respect more 
than in that of overlaying the voice with 
** sounding brass,” that Signor Verdi has strain- 
ed and injured the voices of his singers. Then 
many of his airs are ili-fitted to the words, while 
his harmonies are seldom of a very elaborate 
stvle, and his frequent introduction of unisoo 
passe ges is trivial and monotouous. 

But agaiust these defects Signor Verdi may set 
some rare gifts. Many of his melodies are de- 
liciously pure and free, displaying perhaps no 
very great originality, but still thoroughly pleas- 


THINGS WE HAVE EATEN. 


Rambling Thoughtsof a Rambling 
Feeder. 


Whenever we leave our “ native heath.” which 
we confess we do as often as we conveniently 
can, there is one subject which invariabiy recurs 
to us, and fills us with pleasant anticipations, 
namely, *‘ What we shall eat.” With some few 
notable exceptions, which may be mentioned 
hereafter, our experience bas led us to the con- 
clusion that foreigners are more bold, because 
less prejudiced, than we English in the matter 
of investigating what is z to be eaten, and 
more successful in manipulating the same when 
discovered. 

FRANCE HAS EVER TAKEN THE LEAD 
in the mtelligent direction of the cuisine, and 
that not merely in the higher branches, but io 
the ordinary affairs of every-day life. Of this 
latter assertion the Euglishman finds ample 
proof on his firat landing at Calais or Boulogne. 
As he leaves his steamboat he passes into a com- 
fortable, well-warmed, well-lighted room, and 
finds little marble-topped tables scattered about, 
while instead of the eternal sandwich, the saw- 
dust bun,,or the leathery pork-pie, be will find 
awaiting his choice two or three agmirabiy- 
cooked piais, with their appropriate vegetabies, 
bot aod appetizing, which he may eat com- 
fortably seated, and wash down with a half bot- 
tle of excellent pec:it Bordeaux. or more expen- 
sive wine if he choose. Should he have no ap- 
tite here in consequence, it may be, of too un- 
indly treatment on the.part of Neptune, he will 
find similar fare to tempt him again at Amiens. 
Iy fact, throughout France tue buffets are such 
as become a highly civilized nation, and are 
very far indeed removed from the Mugby 
Junction style. At Dijon, at Avignon, and many 
another station, we have dined like Princes for 
three francs and a balf; but pernaps our sunni- 
est.memury reste upon the buffet at Morceox, a 
tiny little place between Bordeaux and Pau. 
There, for the first time, did we taste that ex- 
quisite fungus, the Cepe ( Boleius Cervi), large 
aod succulent, and, in our opinion, superior in 
flavor to boch the mushroom aad the truffle; yet 
a compatriot at the same table refused to touch 
| them because 
‘ THEY LOOKED £0 QUEER.” 
As if that were a reason for not risk- 
ing ®& new experience. What indeed 
looks more queer than the now domestic oyster ? 
Surely around his bieast was ‘ robur el @s trip- 
lex” who firat conceived the idea of cocking «8 
lobster, aud thus by his audacity conierred «@ 
lasting benefit upon mankind. So let any man, 
who travels in this part of France, seek for the 
Cepe till be find it, and, notwithstanding its 
somewhat strange aspect, let him eat in perfect 
confidence ; he will thank us for the hiot. 

Although, of course, in the best restaurants of 

Paris the gourmet may find everything he can

desire, yet for general good feeding com- 
mend us to the South of Suises: 
Draw ea large circle which will in- 
clude Periguéux, Toulouee, and Avignon, 


and find its centre. Take thisas the omphaios 
of the world of cookery. Then as you draw 
concentric circles outside the first, you will have 
zobes represe:iting deterioration in gastropom- 
ical science in an almost constant ratio ; capitals 
and great cen res of commerce, of course, being 
exce ted in this arrangement.

Norway, hungry as starved wolves, and io! one 
set before us what looked and felt like a large 
sviinter of piue wood. As we raised it to our 
|'ps, hawever, we became fully aware bv the per- 
fume, which can only be described ag uoisome, 
that it consisted of animal matter; still, un- 
daunted, we managed to bite off a portion; at 
first it seemed tasteless, but, as it became slowly 
reduced by ee ee jaws, such a sicken- 
ing flavor unfolded itself that in horror aod 
amazement we fied from the food andthe hut 
that could barbor it. 

Our feeling on first tasting the plum soup of 
Norway, served at the commencement of dinner, 
was one of 

INDIGNANT SURPRISE 

not much inferior to that of ine bucolic gentle- 
mav who bit into an olive under the impression 
that it was a preserved greeagage; and though 
it is not in itself absolutely nauseous, we con- 
fess we could never abide it. There is, how- 
ever, one excellent dish which the Norwegian 
traveler meete with at every little inn. It is 
calied ‘‘ carbonado,” and consists of minced 
meat, eggs,-and tine herbs made up into'a kind 
of cake and then fried or baked. The meat 
probably. if cooked in an ordinary wav, 
would defy mastication, but tuus treated, 
tis really a dainty pial. Equally common at 
the post stations is salmon, drie@ aud prepared 
in some sublime manner, far superior to the 
kippered salmon of commerce, and eaten raw in 
the thinnest possible slices. 

Crossiug the North Sea, we meet with another 
strange dish, which looks awfu! and grewsome 
to Southron eyes, sheep’shead. Trae 
principles, we tasred it, and found it excellent; 
particularly luscious are the portions about the 
eyes, But we would that the odor attending this 
delicacy could be modified. 

Of that other much lauded Scotch dish, bag- 
gis, wecan only sav that, were it not for the 
poem of Burns, and the chapter in the Noctes 
Ambrosiav®, which it bas inspired, in our opin- 
iow it would be better for the worjd thas 

IT HAD NEVER BEEN INVENTED. 

In passing to happier fields let us say one 
word io favor of that which at one time was con- 
ceived to be the favorite, if not the universal, 
food of Frenchmen. How rarely in real life 
Jrogs are actually met with, all travelers know ; 
but when served they are well worthy of atten- 
tion. They strongly resem both in flavor 
and appearance the white of a chicken, to 
which, however, they are somewhat superior. 
In vo way are they calculated to excite tne feel- 
ing which Bon Gaultier facetiously attributes to 
Her Majesty after supping on frog-pies offered 
her by Louis Philippe : 

The Queen she pred until her bed, 
And Prince Albert likewise, 

And the last word that gay lady said 
Was, O thae puddock pies! 


ing. There he possesses in a high degree the pow- 
er of construction. The quartet in ‘*Rigoletto,” ia 
which the gay accents of the Duke, the coquei- 
tieh sentences of Maddalena, the sobs of Gilda, 
and the muttered vengeance of the Jester are so 
marvellousiy wrought together, aod yet so thor- 
oughly individualized and distinct, is a master- 
piece. The well-known quintet in *‘ Un Ballo in 
Maschera,” the double caorus of students and 
pilgrims in *‘ La Forza del Destine,” and, not- 
withstanding the curious coincidence of its 
harmonies witha German “ Volksled,” the uni- 
versally popular ** Miserere,” may be cited also 
as instances of constructive power. And then 
Verdi is always dramatic and effective. He is 
quick in seizing a situation and taking full ad- 
vantage of it, and this is a talent which 
redeems triviality of melody in ulita-sim- 
plicity of harmony. His more ambition works— 
we except * Aida,” which we have not heard— 
are to our mind jess successful than those writ- 
ten for pare Italian theatres. It is oot given to 
every one to wield oe Gente force of —— 
beer or Wagner, especi t one whose cboral 
mony isa weak point. It is possible that with 
increased leisure and less need for constant ex- 
ertion, Signor Verdi may produce some work as 
superior tothe seties which commenced with 
** Rigoletto,” as they are to their predecessors. 
A greater discrimination used in the selection of 
a libretto isa first m4 téwards this success. 
** Aida,” which is by accounts a really great 
work, may prove the precursor of still greater 
efforts, which will raise their author from 
the rank of a great Italian composer to that of 
&@ composer great among musicians.

The tunny and the sword-fish—the 
former a constant and the latter by no means a 
rare visitor at the tables d’hote of Messina in 
the season—are best cooked plain, and served 
with oil or clarified butter. Théy are similar in 
appearance, are firm as salmon, and thew flesh 
is of dark saffron hue. The sword-fish, how- 
ever, is the more delicate and the more highly 


flavored.

THE TRABUCO IN ARAGON. 


An Episode of Life in Saragossa. 
Translated from the German for Appieton’s Journal. 
My Catalonian traveling companion had oiten 
called my attention to the trabuco, which in 
Aragon plays the same role that navaja played 
in Audaiusia, 

The mavia for “ kniving ” is so rife here among 
the midale and lower orders, that no gathering 
among them is conceivable without two or three 
bloody collisions. The more cultured classes 
also suffer from this choleric irritability, which, 
on every Occasion, seizes the knife, Nor is the 
method which the Aragonese adopts in his 
‘*koiving” atall consonant with the knightly 
honor the woild is wont to attribute to the in- 
habitants of the [Iberian Peuinsula. The Frehch- 
mau, in his feuds, evinces more or less of the 
old German nobility which characterized the 
Franks and Normans. Among the southern peo- 
ples of Roman origin, on the contrary, there is a 
preponderance of cunning and brutality, which, 
seemingly, has come down to them from Rome, 
w was in herdecline. While in France, 
as j rmany, the enemy is challenged to sin- 
combat, furnished with the same weapon, 
aud given the same chances, in the sough of Eu- 
rope they seem to think that the inj party, 
or the party who thinks himself injnied, alone 
has anv rigbtse. Itis specialiv the midale and 
soutiern Italians and the Aragonese who beloag 
to this category, and what the latter lack in cun- 
ning aod perfidy they make up in the fury of 
their anger and the virility of their energy. 

If the Aragonese expended half as much en- 
ergy in useful labor as in avenging real or 
imaginary wrongs, Sargossa within twenty years 
woud rival the neighborhood of Heidelberg in 
beauty and productiveness, Teruel would re- 
ceive millions yearly for her stone-coals, and 
Huesca would supply the whole peningula with 
metals; but the inbabitants of this unfortar- 
pate province much prefer flourishing a kuife to 
bending over a spade.

Sr. Pavi, Minn., Aug. 22.—The report of 
Gen. Custer to the Department commander, 
dated Bear Butte, Black Hills, D. T., Aug. 15, 
was received this morning at Gen. Terry's head- 
quarters. After detailing his operations and ex- 
plorations, and the finding in one direction of an 
impassable barrier which was finally circum- 
vented, the General says: “1 propose to return 
by a different, although perhaps not shorter, 
route than that adopted in coming to the Black 
Hills, I am induced to make this change in order 
to embrace a larger extent of wunex- 
plored country within the limits of 
our explorations, and. particularly to 
enable us to locate as much as possible of that 
portion of the Little Missouri, of which nothing 
is now known. I expect the expedition to reach 
Fort Lincoln on the 3lst of August. The health 
of the command has been and is most excellent. 
This expedition entered the Black Hills from the 
west side, penetrated through the eastern and 
most southern ranges. explored the major por- 
tions Of the interior, and passed out the most 
eastern ranges which. form the boundary 
of the Black Hills. From the fact that, io all 
our er marches through the Black Hills, 
we have taken without serious obstacie a 
“heavily-laden train of over 100 wagons, it may 
. be inferred that the Black Hilis do not consti- 
tute the impenetrable regions neretofore repre- 
sented. In cntering the Black Hills from any 
direction, the most serious. if not the only, ob- 
stacles were encountered at once near the onter 
base. This probably accounts for the mystery 
wliich has so long existed regarding the 
character of the interior. Exploring par- 
ties have contented themselves with marching 
around the exterior base, and, from the for- 
bidiling aspect of the hills, as viewed at a dis-

Since the first knowledge the white man gained 
of the Indians and their haunts on the Upper 
Missouri, the Black Hills have been recognized 
as the Indian’s sanctified und; but, until 
Custer’s expedition explo the country, it re- 
mained a matter of speculative mystery why 
the Black Hills were so assiduously kept 
sacred from the fdot of the white 
man. The reason is now apparent. The 
abundance of game of all kinds, aod the unsur- 
passed stock ranges afforded by the well-watered 
and heavily-timbered vaileys, afforded both pro- 
tection and sustenance to the families of the 
Indians, while the heads of the latter were ous 
making raids on neighboring tribes, or on their 
regular visita to the various agencies for Govern- 
ment annuities; added to which the Indians 
were aware that a knowledge of the rich mineral 
deposits that lay undeveloped within its limits 
would be g powerful incentive to stimulate white 
occupancy. Mr. Reynolds says that all through 
the Hills were found fresh traces of !arge Indian 
camps, but the Indians took the precaution to 
move out of the route of the Custer invasion.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 


One Million Acres in Kansas, Claimed 
by Railroad Companies and Mostly 
Occupied by Settlers; Decided te Be- 


leng to the Latter. 
From the Davenvort (Ta.) Gazette. 


The great Osage ceded land case of Kansas has 
a been decided by the Circuit Court of the 
nited States, and is now, for the first time, 
made public by the Gazetie. The land in contro- 
versy was claimed by certain railroad companies 
eunder grants from Congress, The amount in 
dispute was about 1,090,000 acres, and the dis- 
puted tract is 50 by 30 miles in extent, embrac- 
ing the counties of Neosho and Labette, and 
of the counties of Bourbon, Crawford, 
Allen, Wilson, and Montgomery, in Kansas, and 
upon which, claiming adverse to the railroad 
companies, are over '30,000 people. 
The Court decided against the railroad com- 
panies, holding that they have no title, and 
setting aside their patents issued by the Interior 
Department. 
__ The opinion of the Court was prepared by Mr. 
Justice Miller, of the United States Supreme 
Court, and concurred in by Circuit Judge 
and the decrees have been forwarded b 
ter from his residence in this city to the Clerk, 
to be enteréd at the adjourned term of the court, 
which meets at an early date. 
The Court decides that when a patent for 
lands has been issued contrary to law, the 
United States may file a bill in eqnity to 
it. -It also decides that the lands in 
uestion, having been .reserved in a treaty with 
e Osage Indians for their use, and being occu- 
pied by them at the date of the railroad grant of 
public lands, were not public lands of the United 
States within the meanuing of the granting clause 
of the act; and also, that if such laoda were 
within the granting clause, they were excepted 
out of this grant by the words thas the grant 
should not extend to the lands previously re- 
served by the United States for any other use or 


purpose. 
This decision will create some stir in Kansas— 
and pot only in Kansas, but among a great nurm- 
ber of capitalists and land agents in various por- 
tions of the United States and Europe, who 
have based loans upon them—not to mention” 
the thousands of settlers who occupy the lands, 
and who have been nervous with anxiety over 
the claims of railroad companies for the lands 
they occupy. The settlers need feel nervous no 
longer, for the Court decides in their favor.

At last we bave reliable infor- 
mation from the hills, which shows a reality ex- 
ceeding the brightest pictures painted by our 
imagination. 

Charles Reynolds, Custer’s trusted scout, who 
has just returned from the expedition via Fort 
Laramie and the Union Pacific Railroad, has 
kindly furnished us the subjoining information 
in referen@ to the expedition and the results 
of ite labors. Mr. Reynolds is a young man of 
a@ very quiet, reticent disposition, extremely 
anxious to say nothing but the ucexaggerated 
truth, and to tell nothing of which he is not fully 
acquainted, through personal experievce. He 
says that the expedition left Fort Abrabam Lin- 


‘coln on the 2d of July. From the fort to the 


Little Missouri their general course was west- 
ward. They traveled to the headwaters of 
Grand River, and thence up the Little 
Misrouri for 10 miles, which poimt they 
reached on the 15th of July. Their course from 
there lay across barren rolling prairie, 
very scarce in vegetation and almost en- 
tirely destitute of water, until they arrived 
at the Belle Fourche, a stream that runs near 
the headwaters of the Little Powder River. The 
Belle Fourche makes a circhit around the north- 
eru base of the Black Hills. The expedition 
croséed this stream, and, traveling about 15 
miles south, arrived at Water Creek,’ at the 
westert) base of the Black Hills. The country 
here is broken and barren, abounding in red 
sandstone, gypsum, and limestone. Three 
days up Red Water Creek, which affords a pass 
through the mountains, brought them to the 
base of Inyan-Kaka, the highest peak of the 
Biack Hills. 

flere the expedition camped and rested, 
while Coi. Ludlow, Chief Engineer; Mn. Woods, 
bis assistant ;* Profs. Winchell and Grinnell 
Gen, Custer, and other scientific mea, ascended 
the peak. The summit of Inyan-Kaka is 
7,000 feet above the level of the sea. At 
the same time the miners, Messrs. Ross 
and McKay prospected around the base, without 
discovering any precious metals. From this 
mountain peak the expedition proceeded south- 
eastward across the hills. After three days, 
travel the divide was reached, and the eyes of 
the expedition, weary for weeks looking upon 
the barren plains and rugged hills, now rested 
upon ap ise. The country, as faras the eye 
could reach, looked bright and green. Natural 
parks, irregular in outline, bountifully supplied 
with pine trees of large dimensions, and water- 
ed by running brooks, were spread iv every di- 
rection. These parks are of all sizes, from an 


are divided from one another by narrow ridges 
of rock, chiefly granite, which bear hittle or no 
vegetation. Even in the parks the land is gen 
erally not level, but of gently rolling prairie 
but upon their highest ground the grass is suffi 
ciently high to produce a good yield of hay. 

Mr. Reynolds, who has lived in Colorado for 
several years, says that the lands in the Black 
Hills are, in point of soil, timber, and grasa, su- 
penor to anything that he bas ever seen in Colo- 
rado. The trees, which are chiefly Norway pine, 
ee as much aa 30 inches im 

ameter, correspoaodingly bi streams 
are and clear, and abound in various kind 
of Numbers of these were caugbt, and 
some of them measured 18 inches in length.

Suicide of Miss Flora Harding. 


Her Father Shoots Mr. Sol Moritz, Her 


Alleged Seducer. 


From the epee oe Sentrnel, Aug. M1, 
A little after 1:30 o’clock the report that George 
OC. Harding, the well-known editor of the Herald, 
had shot Mr. Sol Moritz, was circulated, 
and spread ‘ke wildfire through the city. Re- 
porters flew ou the wings of the wind, as it were, 
and finally learned the following state of facts : 
At about 1:30 o’clock, Mr. Moritz and Mr. Hard- 
ing met at the function of New Jersey and Ver- 
mont streets with Massachusetts avenue. Mr. 
Moritz’s first exclamation was, ‘‘George, what 
are you doing here?” Mr, Harding made no an- 
s \er, but pulling out a pistol, began firing at 
Mr. Moritz. The latter ran un Vermont street, 
crying out ‘Don’t shoot, don’t shoot.” Mr. 
Harding continued firing, 

TWO SHOTS TAKING EFFECT 
in the body of Mr. Moritz, the third missing. 
At the fourth pull of the trigver the cartridge 
did not explode. By this time Moritz had 
reavhed the alley running back of Roverts 
Park Church, on Vermont street, the biood 
meanwhile flowing from his mouth and pose. 
At this point he was met by Dr. Runnels, who 
hailed an express wagon going bv, and, with the 
assistance of the driver,’ placed the wounded 
mao therein, and drove to the latter's 
house, at 106 East North street. He 
was taken in and placed in the front room of 
the second story. The family physician, 
Dr. Parvin, was sent for, but, he not being 
able to come, Dr. I. C. Walker was summoned. 
An examination of the pistol-wounds was made, 
it being found that one had entered under the 
left shoulder and then through tbe base of the 
lung, finally lodging on the outside of the 
sternum or breast-bone, so that its appearance 
was plainly indicated by a small swelling. A 
very slight probing would have sufficed to have 
taken out the ball, but in the man’s weak 
condition this was unneceBsary. The second 
ball entered the left arm just below 
the elbow, cut through the flesh, hit 
the bone, and dropped ont, leaving onl 
a trace of itecourse. After the wounds h 
been dressed, Moritz felt more comfortable, and 
thouch w was comparatively easv. He was 
bleeding internally, and considerable anxiety 
wae felt lest this should eontinne and prove 
fatal. Ata later hour, Drs. Parvin and Athon 
were called in and held a consultation, By 5 
o'clock Mbritz was considerably easier. and his 
physicians gave the opinion that the wound 
would not prove fatal unlese inflammation set 


in. 

At first the public were bewildered at the 
event. *“ Why wasit?” ‘* What does the at- 
tack mean ?” etc. But this was explained when 
it was stated that Mr. Moritz was accused of 

SEDUCING MISS FLORA HARDING 
(the daughter of George Harding), who bad at- 
tempted suicide and was at the point of death. 
This was the key to the whole matter, and serv- 
ed to renew the blaze of excitement, which 
now burned all the fiercer. On every side 
was heard the loudest expressions of con- 
demnation of the action of Moritz, and 
sympathetic ones for the father who had 
thus sought to avenge his daughter's ruin. Bunt 
amidst all this excitement the news of the scene 
at the house of mourning saddened the com- 
muvity, and every one felt the utmost sympathy 
with the afflicted household. 
THE STRICKEN HOME. 

The house of mourning on Pratt street, near 
the Fourth Presbyterian Church, presented in 
the afterneon of the fata) day a scene tnat would 
have softened the hardest heart. No one who 
gazed upon the broken-hearted father 
yesterday as he sat beside the dving 
conch of his darling child would have 
fonnd it in his heart to condemn the terrible 
vengeance that he had imiflicted upon the head 
of her alleged destrover. The dving child had 
bidden adieu to a world which had brougnt to 
her far more of sorrow and anguish than is 
wont in one so roung.' Her father, to whom 
she had been as dear as_life itself, sat by her 
bedside unable to stay the departare of the 
young life that was fast fading out. 

Shortly before 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
Flora breathed her last, and her earthly troubles 
were over. The eyes of his loved child had 
scarcely closed before the father was called 
upon to accompany the officers of justice. 

ARREST AND EXAMINATION. 

At 7 o’clock Mr. Harding was taken before 
the Mayor in his court to bave a preliminary 
examination. There were but a fes spectators 
in the room, and the bond was readily fixed at 
$10,000, on @ preliminary examination being 
waived. He was taken to the jail, followed 
by his attorneys and frends, the latter 
showing a willingness to stand to him to the last, 
At the jail office the bond was signed by Jadge 
Gordon, Mr. David Stevenson, Col. W. R 
Holloway, and Thomas F. Ryan, and judging 
from assertions made there and on the streets, 
the amount could have been indefinitely multi- 
plied, and bondemen easily found. During the 
afternoon members of the prominent legal firms 
proffered their assistance to Mr. Harding, and 
number of the business men of the community 
came forward with proffers of all kinds ot belp.
